The amount of taxes raised 


to support our schools and state in- 
stitutions and other state expenses is 
not a burden on any person or class. 
The taxes which are heavy are the 
local taxes, which the people should 
strive to make lighter as rapidly as 
possible by getting their local dobts 
cleared up and out of their way. 
Our state institutions, penal, educa- 
tional and benevolent, are economi- 
cally administered, and in reference 
to the charitable institutions. I be- 
lieve wo have reduced the per capita 
expense every year since I have been 
governor, little by little, as we have 
been able to originate and carry out 
new and improved methods and sys 
terns of management.

While on this subject permit me 


to say a word in regard to the rate 
of taxation. 


As 1 have before stated, in answer 


to some ill-advised criticism in the 
newspapers, tho rate of 27 cents on 
the §100 iu 1879 was low, on account 
of the fact that ?«00,000 of surplus 
moneys, which had been collected 
and paid into the treasury as back 
taxes, was provided for by law to be 
used for the payment of appropria- 
tions of that year as far as it would 
go. Only the balance of the appro 
priations had to bo provided for by 
taxation. 
The next year, there be- 


ing no surplus, the rate was 30 cents. 
The general assembly, which meets 
biennially nnder tho constitution, 
provides a revenue for the two fol- 
lowing years separately. 
The first 


of these years is invariably the larg- 
est, because it includes all extraor- 
dinary and special appropriations. 
The rate for last year had to be 
raised to 48 cents on the $100, be- 
cause of the extra appropriation to 
complete the state house and other 
improvements that I have mentioned. 
This year, if the assessment on the 
valuation of the property remains 
the same as last year, a rate of 30 
cents is probably all that will be re- 
quired to meet the appropriations. 


The appropriations made by our 


legislature running back for eight 
years have not varied a large sum. 
The twenty-ninth general assembly 
appropriated for 1875-76, $0,648,- 
187.67; the thirtieth general assem- 
bly for 1877-78 appropriated $6,- 
502,653.47; the thirty-first general

THE WOBK COMMENCED. 


Decatur to be Connected by Telephone 


with Springfield Within a Month. 


The Central Illinois Telephone Com- 


pany, of which F. G. Beach, of Chicago, 
is general superintendent, and C. H. Wil- 
son, of the same city, assistant superin- 
tendent, has commenced the work of con- 
necting Decatur with the state capital 
and the enterprise will be completed and 
in talking order within three or four weeks. 
The poles are now laid down for a distance 
of two miles west of the city. The hard- 
eat part of the work is placing the poles 
in position. A force of seven men with 
several teams are now on duty. The line 
to be followed is West Main street and 
the Springfield wagon road to Harris- 
town, thence a short distance south of the 
Wabash to Niantic, Illiopolis, Dawson, 
Buffalo, Riverton, thence on the road- 
way to Springfield. After the poles are 
up, it will take but a short time to place 
the single wire, 45 miles in length, iu 
position. But one wire will be strung up 
at present, but if business demands it 
four more can be put on the poles. The 
cost of constructing the Hue will aggre- 
gate about $4,500, but it will be a perma- 
nent thing, and experience convinces 
the 
company 
that 
the 
enterprise 


will 
pay, 
as 
it 
will 
afford 
a 


cheaper and more satisfactory means of 
transacting business between merchants 
and others in towns connected with the 
line than by telegraph. The rates for a 
five or ten minutes' talk have not yet been 
established, but they will be made known 
in due time. Each resident of Decatur 
having an instrument in his house or
